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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 29 
June 2 006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 22 depends on claim 21, which has been cancelled by 
applicant and thus, claim 22 does not further limit the scope of 
claim 21 (it appears that claim 22 should depend from claim 19) . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for t purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-15, 17, 19 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Beebe et al (U.S. Patent 
6,488, 872 Bl) . 

Beebe et al (see the entire document, in particular, col. 
7, line 55 to col. 8, line 7; col. 8, line 66 to col. 9, line 
35; col. 10, line 5 to col. 12, line 52) teaches a process 
including the steps of forming a structure and selectively 
promoting polymerization as claimed, and also teaches a process 
including the steps of introducing a polymerizable fluid, 
hydrodynamically focusing the polymerizable fluid, selectively 
promoting polymerization and forming a structure as claimed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 29 June 2006 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 
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7. Applicant argues that Beebe et al teaches three different 
embodiments, none of which disclose the claimed invention. 
Examiner responds that these are not necessarily three different 
embodiments, but rather descriptions of how to manufacture 
structures in micro-devices, and these descriptions may (if 
desired) be used individually or in combination (note, for 
example, the claims of Beebe et al) .
